TOlTH. TODAY AND TOMORROW 
During the ten-year period from 1950 to 1960, the 
serious crime rate in this country almost doubled. 
Serious crimes increased 98 per cent whereas the pop­ 
ulation grew but 18 per cent. This means that the 
crime rate in the United States has increased five 
times faster than the population. 
" Let us get a better understanding of this rate of 
tpcrease. On the average, there was a willful homicide 
committed every 58 minutes, a burglary every 39 sec­ 
onds. a robbery every 6 minutes, a major larceny every 
minute, a forcible rape every 34 minutes, an aggra­ 
vated assault every 4 minutes and a car theft each two 
minutes during the year. The cost of crime, according 
to the FBI estimate, is 22 billion dollars a year—an 
average of $128 for every man. woman and child in the 
United States. For every dollar spent on education, 
crime costs $1.11. and for every dollar donated to reli­ 
gious organizations, crime costs $9.00 
These are shocking figures. But even more shocking 
is the fact that in this same 1950-1960 period arrests 
o? juveniles have more than doubled, while the popula­ 
tion increase of youths aged 10 through 17 was less 
than one-half. Of all arrests reported in 1960 to the 
FBI. 14 per cent in cities and 15 per cent in rural areas 
were youths. 
Why has the crime rate among youths more than 
doubled during the past ten years0 FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover gives this explanation: “For one thing, 
there is a steady decline of parental authority. Moral 
standards, too, have declined in the home and the 
community. Because of adult delinquency, young peo­ 
ple are not being given the proper guidance.” Also, he 
adds, public indifference to organized vice has made it 
easy for the salesmen of the criminal empire to reach 
young people with obscene material, narcotics and 
dther evils which weaken their character.” 
Mr. Hoover believes television and movies should 
share part of the blame. He says. “The highly sugges­ 
tive and, at times, offensive scenes, as well as the fre­ 
quent portrayals of violence and brutality on television 
screens and in motion pictures, are bound to have an 
adverse effect on young people ” 
So, according to the best authority on this matter, 
we have but ourselves to blame. So often we ask. “What 
is wrong with today's youth?” Many young people 
would reply concisely, and with strong conviction, 
“Parents.” There may be a great deal of truth in that 
answTer, whether we like it or not. Boys and girls of 
today have problems to face unlike any of those en­ 
countered by young people in the past. Thev have an 
astounding amount of pressure put upon them, but 
that does not make them exempt from the authority 
of parents, teachers and the laws of decent behavior. 
J. Edgar Hoover has been described as being an ad­ 
vocate of a “get tough” policy with respect to young 
criminals. This he does not deny, and goes on to state, 
“Of course. I do not propose harsh treatment for per­ 
petrators of minor offenses. The treatment of young 
criminals, like those who have passed their 18th birth­ 
day, should be fair, reasonable and realistic. However, 
I can see no difference between a 17-year-old wfho will­ 
fully robs or kills and a person of greater age who 
commits the same acts. Frankly, I am disgusted by the 
misguided sentimentalists who want to pamper and 
excuse teen-age thugs. This leads only to disrespect 
and contempt for law and order. As long as we have 
people who insist that tender age is an excuse for any 
and all misdeeds, we will have young hoodlums who 
think they can get away with anything. When they 
realize, however, that they will be held strictly ac­ 
countable for their crimes, many of them will be de­ 
terred from committing crimes.” 
Our nation is only as strong as the moral fiber of its 
people, regardless of economic or military might. If 
we are to leave this country in good hands we must 
strengthen the moral fiber of its inheritors—the youth 
of America. Our confidence in America's future, our 
desire to preserve freedom and the continuance of our 
American way of life, are entwined with our hopes for 
the future of the Nation’s youth. They will not fail us 
if we do not fail them. 
The Mistaken enemies of freedom have placed a 
definite accent on youth. And unless American pa­ 
triots are as diligent and determined and dedicated as 
their enemies, our children and young people are in 
great danger. Our freedom is in danger—a danger 
which grows out of our own action, or in many instanc­ 
es our lack of action. If freedom is to be preserved, it 
must come about through the efforts of reseponsible 
adults and responsible youth. 
It is absolutely vital, of course, that the Mistaken 
be defeated in their attempt to capture and use the 
minds of youth. Already, the Mistaken have made 
notable progress in these efforts in Iran, Pakistan. Ko­ 
rea, Turkey and Cuba. These countries are but a few 
in which communist triumphs have come about. There 
are numerous other less publicized and less known vic­ 
tories, in which youth has been effectively used by the 
Mistaken to dethrone or endanger the freedom philo­ 
sophy throughout the world, including the United 
States. 
There is so much we can do if we start out with a 
firm refusal to turn the minds of our young people 
over to the Mistaken anti-freedom forces. We can teach 
them that outwitting the enemies of freedom is much 
more fun than falling in with their plans and being 
used as their tools. Youth must first be taught that the 
family unit is the basis of civilization. It is the bedrock 
in the foundation of our system of government, mak­ 
ing, for our stability, progress and continuity. As such, 
the family unit naturally is the target for destruction 
by enemies of our system. Immorality, dissension, 
doubt, atheism and obscenity are tools for its ruin. 
Those particularly in a position to influence young 
people, in addition to parents and relatives, are high 
school principals and teachers, class sponsors, coaches 
and other leaders who are highly respected by the boys 
and girls for the qualities which they most admire. 
They can often find their own hopes and beliefs mir­ 
rored in the young people with whom they are assoc­ 
iated. If we can teach boys and girls to be themselves— 
o know what is right and to dare to do it, they will 
;nd acceptance coming as a by-product. And they will 
ot need to find false, showy, or rebellious ways to 
tain It. 
If we can find good reasons for doing ourselves what 
we-^sist our young people do; if we can be consistent 
anc, j 
~ ..\i what*we say; if we can be companions 
ftBd uot merely disciplinarians, we shall have gone a 
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violently up or down, I’d know 
som ething.
